+ Theſe words eyther were not ſpoken,or M.Frſher did 

not regard them, being in the middeſt of his anſwer : 
in which he went on, ſhewing the neceſſitie of a viſible 
Church, by a ſaying of D. Fields : viz. Serving the Con- 
ironerfies of Zebgien anth dey are ſo many in number nd 
fo intricate in nature, that few haue time and ley ſure, fewer 
Strength of wit and under ft amding. to examine them : what 
remameth fur me, de ſiroui of ſatufattion in things of ſuch 
Confequence , but diligently to ſeche aut which, among al the 
Spcierias of men in the World, is that Spouſe of Chrijt, the 
Church of the lining Gad. which is the Pillar of the Truth ; 
that ſo they may embrace her Communion, follow her Diretti- 
on, and reit in her [udoement ?

If M. Fiber did fay thaſe words, his meaning may be 

athered out of his former explication : in which he 
ihewed,how the direct end of the Diſputation was (not 
to treat of particular Controuetſies, but) to finde out 
fitſt hy other meancs the true viſible Church, whoſe 
. Profeſſors names may be ſhewed in al ages out of good 
Authors. Which being once found, men deſirous of ſa- 
tisfaction, might (as D. Field ſaid) reſt in her Judge- 
ment who other wiſe ( as Lawyers without a Iudge) 
might wrangle in euerie Controuerſie, without end. 

Thoſe Media therefore diretta (as D. Feath tcarmed

them) 
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them) might in ſome ſort be ſo tearmed, as being di- 
rected by D. Feathy to his owne end, of transferring the 
Queſtion to particular Controuerſſes, but not ad direttum 
finem; that is, not ordayned to the dire end of the 
whole Diſputation: viz. To ſhew a vifible Church of 
Proteſtants in al ages, whoſe names may be ſhewed out 
of good Authors. Which (ſuppoſing D. Featiy would 
haue proceeded fincerely) ought to haue beenc his onely 
end: as M. Fiſher ſignified , by ſaying theſe words;

D. Featly therefore had no- iuſt cauſe to ſay, as the

But D. Feu did not ſay al this; yet if he did, it 
doth not make any thing againſt M. Sweet : and for him 
to ſpeake of the cauſe, being obſcure, when the Queſtion 
is onely about the effect, being more apparant and cleare 
(as in our caſe) is a fault in honeſt and ſincere dealing. 
Neyther is M. Sweets Logicke leſſe to be eſteemed, if 
he had tearmed tha: fault Tranſitio 4 genere in genus : 
For a cauſe as a cauſe, and an effect as an effect doe nor 
onely differ ſpecie, but alfo genere: and beſide, a prooſe

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But D. is hite did not ſpeake thus, neyther did he in 
al the Conference make any ſuch long diſcoutſe. Vet if 
he had fo ſaid, M. Fiber might wel haue anſweted, as the 
Proteitant Relator faith he did. 

M Fyher, © When you D. white, or D. Featiy, haue 
* proned your Church to be viſible in al ages, and na- 
emed viſible Proteſtants ; then wil I ſatisſie your de- 
c mands, 

Bur before this was done, M. Fiſher had no reaſon to 
diuert to thoſe particular matters, not to produce Names 
of Catholikes in al ages; in regard it was his aduerſaries 
tault to ſpend ſo long time in impertinent Syllogiſmes, 
which ſhould haue beene imployed in naming and pro- 
ning Proteſtants in al ages: which by the preſcribed me- 
thod was firſt to be done, before M. Fyher needed to 
proue any thing pertaining to the Roman Church. Wor- 
thily tnerefore might M. Sweet cal for Names of Prote- 
ſtants, and wel might he fay : That if Proteſtants had 
beene in al ages, their Names (at leaſt ſome) in euery age 
might be produced. 

Vnto which, as the Proteſtant Relator ſaith, D.Fear!y 
*© replyed, faying : That is a Nor ſequitur, &c. What 
te fay you to a People of Africa, who(if we may belecuc 
ce Plinie ) haue no Names at al? | 

© M. Beatem. Yet they haue deſcriptions, and may 

te be knowrte by ſome Periphraſcs. 
&« D. Featly, What ſay you then to the Heretikes, 
called Acephalt, who are ſo called, becauſe their Head 
ce and Author cannot be named, nor particularly deſeri- 
ce bed; yet the Author was a viſible man? Are al viſible 
ce mens Names vpon record ? Are al the Records that 
te were in former times, no to be produced ? 

Jo this Obiection, M. Boulton anſwered: That thoſe 
& Acephali held ſome particular Doctrine, which did

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tc amount to the nature of a Name, ſufficient to diſtin- 
*« guiſh them from others; inſinuating hereby, chat theſe 
* Aczphali were not Anonymi. 

Further, it may be anſwered, That it is not certaine, 
whether they had any particular Author: for ſome ſay, 
were a Companie, who in the Controuerhe 
betwixt Jahm the Biſhop of Antioch, and Ci of Alex- 
andria, behaved themiclues like Neutrals , ſubmitting 
themſelues to neythet, as to their Head, Others thinke, 
That they were certaine men, who being the fauorers of 
Petru. Magus the Heretike, did afterwards renounce him 
their Head, becauſe he would not accurſe the 
Councel of Calcedon. Others ſay, That one Sewers, Bi- 
ſhop of Antioch,was their Author. 

But howſocuer this particular were, it 
clude, That there could be in al ages viſible Profeſſors of 
the Proteſtants Faith, whereof no Storie norother anci= 
ent Monument maketh mention of Names, or Opinions, 
or Places of abode of any of them, or of thoſe who op- 
poſed them: as Stories make mention of ſome of theſe 
circumſtances, both of the Acenhali, and whatſocuer o- 
ther eminent Profeſſors of cuerie true or falſe Rel 
We doe not require, that al viſible mens names 
be vpon record, nor al Records produced. For although 
to proue ſuch a vifible Church as that of our Saviour 
Chrifts , defcribed in Scripture to be ſpread ouer the 
World, a (mat number of viſible Profeſſors be not ſy- 
Awe prooueth againſt the Donatiſts; 
yet to ſhe how confident we are of our cauſe, we for 
the preſent onely require , That three eminent Prote- 
ſtants Names 31» ab ages. be produced aut of good Au- 
Icy are o farre from being able to produce 
three as they cannot name one in cuerie age (as is cleare- 


pologic) neythier indeed 


ly prooued in the Proteſtants A

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can they abide with any patience, when they be much 

reſſed in this Point: as appeareth by diuers who haue 

cene vrged ; and in particular, by D. Featly , in this 
Conference: who hauing beene called vpon ſeueral 
times to produce Names, as he had yndertaken; at one 
time he burſt forth into theſe words, fer downe bythe 
Proteſtant Relator : What ? wi! nothing content yor, bus 
a Buttrie-Booke ? You ſhal haue 4 Buttrie-Booke, if you 
wil ſtay a while. 

Note (Reader) this Doctors want of grauitie and pa- 
tience, and hat a fit Title he giueth to a Catalogue of 
Names of Proteſtanrs , who (indeed) are more like 
to be found in a Buttrie-Booke,then in any good Ro- 
cord of Antiquitie: as hauing had their — 
of late in one Afartin Luther ; who, after his Apo- 
ſtaſie, more reſpected the Butcrie,then any Eccleſiaſtical 
Storie. | 

But how vnwilling D. Featly was to bring out this 
his Buttrie-Booke, appearethʒ in that after the Auditorie 
had long ſtayed and often called for the Names of Pro- 
teſtants in al ages, which ſhould haue been giuen at firlt ; 
after not onely Catholikes, but alſo divers of the Prote- 
ftants (being wearie and not willing to heare any more 
of his dilatoric and impertinent Syllogiſmes ) had en- 
treated him to giue ouer his arguments, and to produce 
Names. 

Firſt, he ſaid: If I ſhould giue ouer, M. Fiber 
would ſay of me, as he ſaid of D. #hite, That I was 
at a Nen. plus and therefore I wil goe forward in 

uing. 

To E A. Fiber ſaid: Then wil 1 goe forward 
in anſwering. 

But the Companie earneſtly calling for Names,

Which M. Fiſher ſecing to be written, faid : Vn- 
leſſe this be blotted out, it ſhal be ſet downe for An-

M. Sweet alſo ſaid: That it was a manifeſt wrong. 
Whereupon the former words were blotted out, 

And it was written (as the Proteſtant Relator ſayth) 
* That both the DiiÞutants being willing to proceede , 
D D. Featly was deſired by the Companie, to produce the 


Names of ſuch Proteſtants as were extas t before Lu- 


ether, in al ages, 

This being written, and ſubſcribed both by D. Featly 
and M. Fiſher, D. Featly proceeded to his Inductioa. 
But before he would begin to name any, he firſt endea- 
uoured to fore- ſtal his hearers with an il opinion aga inſt 
M. Fiſher, ſaying : 

There is no credit to be giuen to this man, who not 
onely ſlandered D. bite in a former Conference, but 
alſo falſely writ what paſſed betwixt M. Zdxckst and 
my ſelfe, in acertaine Diſputation. 

M. Fiſher hearing this Eile ſlander, did riſe vp, and 
for the honour of the Truth, and clearing of his 
Credit, did (before the Audience) ſolemnely pro- 
teſt, ypon his Conſcience , That wittingly and wil- 
lingly he did neuer wrong eyther D. white, or D. Featly, 
in report of any former Conference. And if any 
thing were falſe written, it was not willingly : but, 
as the Proteftant Writer of this preſent Conference 
hath ſometimes miſtaken the words of the Diſputants; 
which, as he (being warned) did core; ſo did 1 
(aid M. Fiſher.) 


To 
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To this, nothing was replyed: and therefore I ſuppoſe 
that the. Audicnce was we farisfred of M. Piſbers{mce- 
rltie in his Relation, and writing of the former Difpura- 
tions. | 

Aſter this, D. Feath named for the firſt age, out Lord 
and Saujor Chriſt, and che Twelue Apoſtles, and S. Paul, 
and S. [pnatixs : after which he ſtayed a while, as. if he 
Rudyed for more Names; but not remembring auy 
more, whom he would ſer downe for the firſt age, he 
ſaid: Theſe, not denying others, may ſerue for the firſt 
age.

What? faid D. Fearly, doe not Chriſt and his Apoftles 
deſerue the firſt place? M. Fiſher : ] wil not anſwer, be- 
fore you haue named the reſt, 

Then, faid D. Fearly, in a heat: Wel;you wil not diſ- 
pute of Chriſt and his Apoſtles? Then you grant, Chtiſt 
and his Apoſtfes to be Proteſtants. And ſo inſtantly 
(without expecting M. Fiſhers anſwer) he turned him- 
ſelfe to the Audience, aid faid': He grants Chriſt and his 
Apoitles to be Proteſtamt. Whereupon divers of the Au- 
dience made ſuch a ſhowt (as if they had gotten a Vic- 
tocie.) with ſuch a noyſe, as M. les ouring to 


anſwer, for a time could not be heard. But he riſing vp, 
and with his Hand and Voyce crauing ſilence, made fuch 
as would heare him, vnderſtand how falſely D. Fey 
had ſlandered him to his Face; and eyther then, or 
vpon ſeme like occaſion, he faid : bu may I er- 
pelt behind my bathe , when you thus miſ-report me to 
my Face:

1. The occaſion of this Diſpute was, as thou haff 
heard in the Relation, that a certaine old Proteſtant 
Gentleman was told { as the truth is) that there is no 
faluation out of the true Catholike Church, and that 
to belieue the Catholike Church, is one of the Articles 
vf the Creed, which euery Chriſtian is bound to be- 
ue and know: and that this Church was no other

befides the moſt auncient and yniuerſally ſpread ouex 
the world, the knowne Catholike Roman Church,

= vp ot late, and could not be the true Church of 
brilf, as not hauing had (as Chriſts true Church 
ought to haue) Paſtours and DoRours, and lawfully 
ſent Preachers ſo viſihle, as the Names of them may be 
ſhewed in all Ages out of good Authors.

mighty God appointed 'and authorized to teach, and 
of M hom all forts of people are commaunded & War- 
ranted to learne infallible Fayth neceſſary to ſaluatiõ. 
And further, that this Church, and theſe her Paſtots & 
Preachers, haue byn in all Ages paſt, not only viſible, 
but ſo viſble as the Names at lealt of ſome Paſtoum 
teaching, and ſome people learn ing the trve Fayth in 
ll Ages, might be produced out of good Author. And 
therfore,as he had heard, the Roman Catholiks made

Wether the Proto- 
fant Church was in all Ages ſo viſible, eſpecially in the Agesbe- 
fore Luther, as tbe Namnesof Proteſtant Paſtors and Preachers 
in all Ages may be shewwed out of good Authors. And further 
that in caſe the Proteſtant — mould vndertake 
(as he did tooto boldly vndertake) the affirmatiue 
part, ſaying, and offering to proue in generall, that 
the Names of ſuch Paſtors and Preachers of Proteſtãt 
Religion may be ſhewedin all Ages out of good Au- 
thors; it ſhould further be required ( as M. Fisber requi- 
red of him) that he ſhould actually name in particular 
in euery ſeuerall Age ſuch Paſtors and Preachers as he 
thought he could proue and deſend to be Proteſtants.

(as others of other Religions, in like caſes ordinaril 
are taken) and-impriſoned, or otherwiſe ſo puniſhed, 
as the world could not haue beene ignorant of their 
perſons,nor Hiſtoryes ſer out by friendes or enemies 
ſilent, in ſetting downe( as viually is done) their 
names, conditions, opinions, puniſhments , and — 
ſecutions, in ſuch tyme, ſuch place &c. And it ſuch re- 
cordes of ſuch conſpicuous things had been ſet down 
in hiſtoryes, it is not poſſible that the memory of ſuch 
notorious matters could be razed both out of bookes, 
and out of the mindes of men,who without booke do 
continually deliuer in words to their ſucceſſors what 


they ſaw with their eyes, or heard with their cares of 


their predeceſſors, or read in books to haue byn don to 
ſuch perſons as profeſſed ſuch a Religion, or to haue 
beene done to ſuch bookes, in which mention was 
made of ſuch perſecution, made againſt profeſſors of 
that . — 

To ſay cherefore that ſuch perſons were, and yet 
no re cord in any booke or other memory of them, or 
that once ſuch Recordes were, but after were by the 
Pope razed, or burned, and yet no mention made in 
any booke, or other monument that ſuch razing or 
burning of bookes was by ſuch a Pope, at ſuch atyme 
&c. (as we can yet out of good Recordes tell the 
bookes burned by Diocleſian the Grande r! 
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the Queſt ion aui meauing of it. 55 
of Chriſtians:) To ſay (l ſay) this, is ſenſeleſſe, and 
plainely ſheweth, that theſe men who ſought to 2. 
uoydthe Sqlla of an inuiſible —— this ſhift fal 
into the Chambdi of ſpeaking againſt ſenſe and expe- 
rience, and indeed runne backe ypon the S lla ot the 
ſame inuiſible Church; for auoyding whereof they 
deuiſed this ſandy ſhift of inuiſible Perſecutours, in- 
uifible Perſecutions, inuiſible Recordes of nameles 
—— to be viſibly perſecuted } members of the 

oteſtant Church in all Ages before Larher. O miſe- 
O madnes' of our poore deceaued Proteſtants ! 
hat ? Is it poſhible,thart Larber and Lutherans , Caluis 
and Calujnifts , yea our owne Countrey-men prime 

Proteſtants, conuinced with the cleere cuidency of 
things in their own dayes, and with plaine Recordes 
of all ancient Monuments for former ages, doe con- 
feſſe (as you heare euen now) that Lather was the firſt 
that announced, or publiſhed Chriſt; that he was the 
firſt Apoſtle ofthe Reformed doctrine; and this ſo 
certainely, that they do account it impudency and ri- 
diculous to ſay, That there were other viſible Prote- 
ſtants in G before Luther; that they proue by ar- 
ment this to be impoſſible; that they acknowledge 
them(elues in this Lutheran Reformation to haue de- 
parted from all the world; that at Luthers and Calums 
comming no ordinary vocatiõ of Church-men(with- 
out which the viſible Church cannot be) was exrant 
In any place ; that the Church both then, and for ma- 
ny hundred yeares before was wholly latent and in- 
uiſible ? Is it poſſible, I ſay, that all this ſhould be cõ- 
teſſed by the primitiue Parents, and prime DoRours 
of Proteſtancy, and that now their profeſſed children 
& ſchollers, and in reſpect of them, Punyes in Prote- 
ſtant diuinity, dare be 3 (D. Featly 9

the late conference ) to controlle and contradict thoſe 
his grand Mailters, in not only attirming, but ofle- 
ring to proue by a Sylis;iſme, aud by a Demonſtration 4 
priori, tuat the Progeltant Church bath becne in all 
Ages viſible; and (O wondez /) ſo vifible, as the na- 


mes of the 8 ſhewed in all ages 
out of Authors: and further oftexing to — 


this Syllogi/me, ans Induction, in which he vader- 
tooke actually to ſet dow ne particuler names in 
euer feuerall age ? Surely each Proteſlants, 
if they had been preſent, would haue wondered to 
ſee ſuch boldnes, and would haue cerlured this attẽpt 
to be ridiculous impudency nnd | 
By this may appeare how notoriouſly the old 
Gentleman, and the reſt of the Proteſtant Audience 
were abuſed by DO. Featly, vndertaking ſo boldly to 
proue both by ¶yllegiſine and Induction, the athrmatiue 
of the afoteſayd queſtion, which was propoſed to 
treated in the conference, the Negative whereof 
is ſo plainely confeſsed by ſo many Prime Proteſtants, 
as now we haue heard. 


5. 3. 4bout the Method, 


Concerning the Method, which had beene fit- 
teſt to haue beene obſerued in treating the aforeſayd 
eſtion; it is to be noted, that there be two ſe- 
uerall methodes of ſinding out infallible diuine truth 
in all points nee to ſaluation, the finding wher- 
of was the chiefe end, for which the aforeſayd Que» 
ſtion about the perpetual viſibility of the Church, wa 
propoſed to be treated of.

For only to ſay 
there were, or to oſtet by arguments, exceeding the 
capacity ofthe comon ſort ot auditors, to proue, that 
there were men in all ages profeſſing Proteſtancy, 
ſo viſible, as that their names may be ſhewed out of 
good Authors, is no ſufficient ſatisfactionʒ hen eſ- 
pecially one being vrged actually to ſhew theſe na- 
mes, he will not ſhe actually any names, but of one 
or two ages, and ſuch names as the Roman Catholiks, 
his aduerſaries, by better right may & will name: and 
being ſtill preſſed to name more, he will not name 
more, but defireth firſt to diſpute of theſe; which not 
being permitted till all be named, he moſt falſely then 
affirmeth that his Aduerſary doth grant theſe to be 
Proteſtants, and ſo runneth away: To doe thus 
(I fay) (as D. Featly did) is no fit way to giue ſatisſac- 
tion to all ſorts, expecting reſolution of the aforeſaid 
moſt important Queſtion. As it were a very inſufficiẽt 
way to giue ſatisfact ion in a debt of twenty peeces 
of gold to another his cre ditor, if inſteed of actual pay - 
ment required, he ſhould ſay, and offer to proue by 2 
Syllogiſme, yea by a Demonſtration 4 priori, that he 
can pay him the ſaid twenty peeces : and being vrged 
to lay dovyne the particular peeces of gold, he ſaith, 
that by an Induction he will lay downe thoſe peeces 
of gold one after another; and being further preſſed - 
to do ſo, he not hauing one peece of gold of his owne 
taketh out of his Creditors purſe one, or two, or more 
2 , and laying downe one or two of them, ſayth, 
oe heere is one or two towardes the twenty; and 
being neuer ſo much vrged, he will not lay downe 
any more vntill his Creditour firſt diſpute with him, 


whether theſe two or three peeces layd downe, be 


lis owne or no: and being heereupon ſeriouſſy *

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by his Creditor, that vnles he layd downeal the pee- 
ces of gold, he did not fatisfy the debt, but lolt his 
credit, and forfaited his band, he then falleth into paſ- 
fion, and ſayth ; What, will you haue me cate my 
dinner ata bit? I cannot lay downe all at once: Will 
you difpute with me about theſe or no? Which his 
Creditor petting to do, vntill all the twenty peeces 
be actually layd dowyne, he laſtly ſayth: Well, you 
will not diſpute about theſe ? You graunt theſe te be 
myne: and ſo without expecting anſwere, he turneth 
to the —— laying, e granteth theſe ro bemyne, 
and taketh vp his cloake and runneth away, not re- 
garding that his Crediror ſo ſoone as he can open his 
mouth, biddeth him ſtay, and denyeth any ſuch grant 
to haue beene made by him: yea offereth to diſpute 
with him of that point, if he will ſtay: I ſuppoſe no 
man will thinke this kind of dealing to be an honeſt 
and good fatisfaftion in a debt of money: and there- 
fore much leſſe ſhould itbe accounted good in matters 
of farre more importance and value, and ſpecially in 
ſatisfying cis (by D . Featly vnderta ken) debt of 
ſhewing names of viſible Proteſtants in all ages, out 
of good Authors. 


5. 4. About the manner of proceeding of the Diſputant. 


By this which hath beene now ſayd, and that 
which was heard and ſeene by thoſe who were pre- 
ſent at the Conference, may appeare how vnfittly P. 
Featly proceeded in his ue me, and his Induction: 
for in the one, to wit, his Sy llogiſme, he endeauoured 
to auoid that plaine methode preſcribed by M. Fisher 
before the meeting, of naming men in all Ages, and 
prouing and defending thoſe He named to be Prote- 

4s; ſtants 
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ſtants, and ſought to dra the diſputation into parti- 
culer Controuerſies, which the capacity of thoſe {for 
whoſe ſatisfaction the diſputation was ordained) and 
of diuers others who were preſent, could not ſuſhci- 
ently comprehend.Now concerning the other, to wit 
his Induction, firſt, it was long before he could be 
drawneto it: ſecondly hauing vndertaken to make it 
full (and as the Queſtion required) in all Ages, he 
(hauing only made it (and that molt falſely Mor the 
firlt Age) would not proceed further, vnles his Ad- 
uerſary would firſt diſpute with him ( in particular 
Controuerſyes)about thoſe whome he named in the 
firſt age: which particular diſputation (being of meer 
Tergiuerſation and delay) becauſe his Aduerſary 
would not preſently permit, but told him, that he 
muſt firſt make his full Induction, and then he would 
anſwere him as much as need ſhould be in all particu- 
lers; he either hauing no —— to expect, or rather 
intending to take any ſuch lyke occafion to break off 


the Conference, before he ſhould be further preſſed to 


giue this full Induction( which with credit he can ne- 
uer giue) made ſuch an abrupt end, as in this my Re» 
lation is declared. 

Now, for the manner which both D. YV bite, & 
he obſerued in the proceſſe of the conference, it was 
noted, that it had not that deerum, which the c ircum- 
ſtance of their perſons and places ſhould promiſe. For 
it no way ſuited with the gray haires and grauity of 
a Doctor, and a Deane, to haue laughed and fleered 
ſomuchas D. yyhuc did, vpon no cauſe. And for D. 
Featly, both his lookes, ſpeaches, ieſts, and geſtures 
were ſuch, as did not become him, but might better 
haue beſeemed a Stage- player then a Doctour and an 
Archbiſhops Chapline, and diſcouered a mind not fo 
12 tempo 
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tem as had beene requiſite in one who preten- 
ded to be a Teacher of true Duwuinity . Fmally his 
whole carriage in this buſines ſhewed, that he rather 
ſought to pleaſe his Audience , and to gaine applauſe 
to himſelfe, then ſoundly to ſatisfy that molt impor- 
tant Quelition, of the viũbility of the Proteitant 
Church. 

On the other fide, M. Fisher, and M. Sweet be- 
haued themſelues moderatly, not only in the eye and 
iudgement of Carholiques, but alſo ot others: ſo as e- 
uen their greateſt Aduerſaryes could not take excep- 
tion againſt them. And one of the principall Prote- 
ſtants preſent hath ſince (in reipect of temper & mo- 
deſty) giuen ſpeciall commendations of them, & ſar 

referred them before his o- ne Church- men. And as 
the methode which M. Fisher preſcribed before the 
meeting, is already ſhe wed to be the ſitteſt that could 
be, ſor giuing good ſatis faction to the old Gentleman 
and all others, ſo in my opinion both he and M. Sweet 
did very well to ſtand (as they did) conſtantly to it, 
prudently forſeeing, when the Aduerſarywould haue 
diuerted them from it, and warily ſo anſwering his 
his arguments, as that for all he could ſay, they would 
not ſuffer themſe lues to be tranſported from the pro- 
oſed Queſtion, and the preſcribed Methode; but ſtil 
— the Aduerſary to the point, & would not permit 
him to diuert, either to diſpute about Chriſt or his A- 
poſtles, or any other point, vntill names were giuen in 
all Ages, which was the point demanded and vnder- 
taken . The which courſe they tooke vpon iuſt and 
ood reaſon , and not for any diſtruſt or diffidence (as 
ome Proteſtants did inconfideratly imagine ) that 
they could not defend Chriſt and his Apoſtles not to 
haue beene Proteſtants, or any particular point of 
thoſe

thoſe which D. Fearty, or D. FVbite vnſeaſonably 2 
poſed, or any other held (in ſuch ſenſe, as it is held as 
a point of tayth ) by the Catholike Roman Church; 
Which they could, and would haue detended, & pro- 
ued if need had beene, or if the meeting had beene in- 
tended and appointed for that purpole. The reaſon 
therefore why M. Fither might well refuſe to enter in- 
to ſuch particuler diſputes, before full Induction of 
Names were ended, was, for that this had beene to 
follow two Hares at once, and ſo to catch neither, 
and to leaue that which was molt pertinent to the 
preſent Queſtion, and which moſt imported to be de- 
Cided in the tirſt place, as beingthe oly thing in which 
the old Gentleman, and many other of the Audience 
did particulerly expect, and deſire to be ſatisfy ed, and 
being a moſt eaſy and aſſured meanes to help them 
to be ſatistyed in all other matters in Controuerſy ; & 
vrithout which, it is moſt hard, or rather impolſible 
euer to attaine certaine and infallible Reſolution in 
all particular, euen moſt neceſſary, points of fayth, as 
M. Ficher expreſely ſhewed, and proued by a ſenten- 
ce aboue cyted out of D. Field. 
A ſecond reaſon might be; for that all diſputatiõ 
about particulers (before the true Church were by 
her perpetuall viſibility, or ſome ſuch euident marks 
found out, and acknowledged, as a ſufficient meanes 
appointed by God to inſtruc all ſorts, in matters of 
fayth, and to preſerue vnity. and determine Contro- 
uerſyes of fayth) would haue beene fruitleſſe & end- 
lefle . Which was the reaſon why M. Fiber, in an- 
other former conference had with a certaine Miniſter 
would not enter into any particulers, vntill he had 
asked theſe generall Queſtions : r. V hat grounds the 
Miniſter would und ypon ? The Miniſter anſwered , 
13 Scripture, 
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Scr ptare: which M. Fizber accepting wrote downes. 
and then asked. 2. Vbether he would believe nothing 
but expreſſe wordes of Scripture? T he Miniſter anſwered 
res, he would alſo belerue a good Conſequence out of &c rip- 
ture. This alſo u. Friher accepredgand wrote downe, 
and further asked. 3. If it should happen, that the» conſe 
quence which the Minia er mould bring, Should not be th oght 
good by lim: and è contra, the Conſequence brought by him 
should not be thought gcod by the Mmniiter, w ho thou la iu dge 
and end that fruitleſſe, and otherwiſe endleſſe contention 
and Controverſy? 1 he Miniſter ſayd: The Church. M . 
Ficher very.willingly accepted and wrote it down; & 
4. asked: V herber after the Church sþall haue indged and 
decyded ſuch a Controuerſy, it choula be lawfull for any pri- 
wate man to oppeſe bis iudgement ag ainit that, which the 
Church bad ſo determined? As for example, when Ca- 
tholikes and Arrians hauing alleadged Scriptures, and 
pro and contra brought conſequences out of the, about 
che Divinity of Chriſt our Lord; The Church in a ge- 
nerall Councell iudged the conſequences of Ar11ans 
ro be — and thoſe of the Catholikes gcod . Ihe 
Miniſter ſayd: No, it was not lau full for any private man 
to oppoſe his iu gement againit ſuch 4 Indgement of the 
Church. | 

Theſe Queſtions being asked, M. Fizher ioyned 
iſſue ypon a queſtion , bidding the Miniſter chooſe 
what he thought moſt materiall againſt Roman Ca- 
tholikes , and let it be tryed, whether the Church did 
judge for Catholikes, or Proteſtants , The Miniſter 

did chooſe the Queſtion about Merits , and tooke for 

his tenet , That there was not any Merit of man before God. 

And when the day of tryall came, the caſe was ſo 

cleere againſt the Miniſter, in the ancient Fathers 

(whome the Miniſter granted to be the * 
| 1 
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by confeſſion of the Magdeburgiant, that the Mi- 
niſter had no ſhift, but to divert the diſputation 
tram the ſubſtance of the propoſed Quettion 
to a Circumſtance of Commutatize Initice, and that 
equality berwixt the VVorke and the Reward, which is 
written of by Bellirmine . About which circumſtance 
M. Fiaber was content to diſpute after he had plainely 
thewed the ſubſtance of Merit out ofthe ancient Fa- 
thers . Comming therefore to diſpute abour the afore- 
ſayd circumſtance of Merit, M. Fizher found, that there 
would be no end, nor fruit of the argument, in regard 
the ancient Fathers had not ſpoken of it in expreſſe 
tearmes, as they had done of the ſubſtance of Merit, & 
no other viſible Church of this preſent age was agre- 
ed on, to whoſe iudgement this matter ſhould be fi.

learned, how endleſſe and fruitleſſe it is, ro waſte 
wordes about particulers, vntill both partyes be agre- 
ed which is the true Church , not only in ancient ty- 
mes, but alſo of this age. So as after ech party hath 
ſayd what he can, the finall reſolution of the Queſti- 


on may be referred to that preſent Church, which 


( hauing wirhour interruption of Paſtours and Do- 
tors, and without change of doctrine ſucceſſuelydeſ. 
cended from the true vitible Church of anciet tymes) 
is by this, and other Markes proued to be the pre- 
preſent true Church, whoſe Iudgment no priuate man 
muſt oppoſe. This Queſtion therefore of the continual 
— vifible Church, being ſo neceſſary to end al 
Controuerſies, and being now propoſed to be treated 
of berwixt M. Ficher and D. Feathy, M. Fiber had great 
reaſon not to permit ſpeach of any other particular 
Queſtion, vntill by his preſcribed Methode, he had 
gotten it clearly ſeen, that the Proteſtant Church was 

not 
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not, and the Catholique Roman Church was the on- 
ly uue Church, to whome it pertayneth to giue Iudg- 
ment oi, and;derermine Contioueiſies, and to inftiuc 

all ſorts of men in the true Faith, and not to permit 
men by their priuate interpretations of Scriptute to 
wander in errors, or Wauer in in certain ties, or ſpend 
their tyme in fruitles, and endles diſputations about 
controuerſies of faith: It being moſt certaine,that thefe 
can neuer be with fruite, and ſully ended, but by the 
cenſure of the true viſible (not only ancient but alſo 
preſent) Church, which muſt when doubt is (as moſt 
often is) made, tell vs, what particulet books be true 
bookes of Scripture and Fathers, which be tiue tranſ- 
lations, and which be right interpretations : for both 
about Scriptures & Fathers ſuch Queſtions may ariſe, 

and cannot be well decided whout the Iudgement of 
the true preſent vifible Church, in regard Scriptittes 

and Fathers do not alwaies ſufficiently expreſſe what 

is to be held in the aforeſaid 3 zneither will 

one priuate man, in ſuch caſes, follow anothers opt- 

nion, when ech man will be eaſily inclined to thinke 

thathe hath as good Scriptures, or Fathers, or Rea- 

ſons, orall theſe togeather, to plead for the rruth of 
his opinion, as another hath for his, 

This reaſon may be confirmed out of Tertullian 
who in his golden baoke of Preſcriptions, giueth diuers 
reaſons why Heretikes (who reie& the authority of 
the Church) ſhould not be admitted to diſpute our of 
Scriptures . Firſt, for that (by their diſputaticns) th 
weary theſe that be fame , they overceme theſe which 2 
weake , and thoſe which be in a middle diſpoſition , they diſ- 
n ſe with ſcruple or doubt. Another reaſon Tertullian gi- 
ueth, becauſe, this Hereſy doth not receaue ſeme Scriptures,

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with additions and detrattions; and if it receaue ſome , yet 


not whole, or if whole in ſome ſort, yet by falſe expoſitions it 
turneth them (from the right) to peruerſe ſenſe . And 4

Tertullian therefore for theſe reaſons iudged beſt

mitted vnto them. And further he ſheweth, That the 
right order of thinges vequireth, that firit it only be diſputed, 
to whom the Fayth belongeth? (As if he ſhould ſay, which 
is the true viſible Church?) VVhoſe are the Scriptures ? 
From home, by whome, when, and towhome was deline- 
red that diſcipline, by which they are made Chriſtians ? for 
where there shall appeare the truth of Chriſtian ſayth and 
diſcipline to be (as doubtles it is in the true viſible 
Church of Chriſt) there sbalbe truth of Scriptures, and 
— al Chriftian Traditions. And hauing ſhew- 
ed how Chriſt did promulgate his doctrine by the A- 
_—_ v he further preſcribeth : That, what Chriſt , and 

is Apoſtles did preach , muſt be learned no other wiſe then by © 
the Churches which they founded: ſo as doctrine agree- 
ing with thoſe Apoſtolicall & Mother- Churches , that is to be 
deemed true; and what doth not agree, to be iudged falſe. 
And therefore to make it apparent, that the Heretikes 
opinions(although pretended by themſelues to be cc - 
formable to Scriptures, and ſuch as may be proued out 
of Scriptures ) are not Apoſtolicall, nor true, he vr-

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Bichops, ſo from the beginning running dane by ſucceſion 5 
4 that their firſt Bishop had ſome of the Apoitles , e ſome A-

them, as Tertullian did thoſe of his tyme, ſaying : YVko 
are you ? VVhen, and whence came ou? VVhat haue you to 
do in my ground, you that are not myne * By what right doft 
thou, O Marcion (e may ſay, O Martin Luther) cut down 
my woods ? By what licence doit thou , O Valentine (O 
Caluin) diuert, or turne aſide my fountaynes ? By what po- 
wer doſt thou, O Apelles.(O Anabaptiſt) remove my limits? 
VFby do yon, O the reit of Heretikes, ſow and feed accords 
to your owne will ypou my Land and paſture ? It is my poſſe(+ 
ſion, I am the ancient poſſeſſour, I haue the firme Origin 
from the Authors themſelues, to home the propriety did ſirũ 
belong: 1 am the heyre of the Apoſtles, as they did ordaine in 
their Teſtameni and ait will, as they did commit it to my 
faxthfull Truft , as as did adiure me, fo I bold it .

to whome coſequently belongeth the moſt ancient &

I haue cauſe to doubt that this which the Relator 
ſayth. is not true, for therby he maketh the old Gentle- 
man to be but of a weake capacity, or of a very muia- 
ble nature. For firſt I am ſure, there was no cauſe giuen 
in the Conference of any ſuch eff:Ruall reſolution to 
be made by the old Gentleman. Secondly I cannot ſee 
when this ſpeach ſhould be made by the Gentlemã to 
Sr Hanf. If immediatly after the Conference , it 
would argue toto much want of capacity: for it he did 
bur rightly conceive the true ſtate of the queſtion , in 
which himſelſe had eſpecially deſired to be ſatisfied (a: 

F I verily 
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I'verily hope he did) he might cafily haue marked the 
inſufficiency ot P. Feaily his diverting proofes, which 
alſo were ſo anſwered, as the Audience for Want of ſa- 
tisfaction in them, yrged him to leaue off, & to produce 
Names of Proteſtãts in all Ages: the which producing 
of Names being ſo often and earneſtly required to be 
done in all Ages, and yet being only prerended (and 
that moſt falſely) to be done for one Age, and the Cõ- 
ference being ſo abruptly left of by D. Featly before he 
would go forward to name men in other Ages, eſpe- 
cially in Ages before Luiher, as the Queſtion required; 
any meane capacity might ſee, that the Queſtion in 
which the old Gentleman deſired to be ſatisfied , was 
not fully anſwered, nor conſequently he ſatisbed . 
Moreouer the fame Gentleman being preſent whe 
the Earle of Warwick told M. Fither,that D. Featly thould 
at another tyme come againe to giue Names of Prote- 
ſtants in other Ages, he might eaſily, and doubtles did, 
vnderſtand that as yet Names in all Ages were not gi-

Laſtly. diuers dayes after all the trouble and ſtyrre 
was paſt (which was made about the Conference) 
the old Gentleman was not ſo reſolute a Proteſtant as 
the Relator prerendeth': for meeting M. Fuber and .

5. 1. About the Occaſion , and end of the C , . - 


1. The occaſion ofthis Diſpute was, as thou haſt 
heard in the Relation, that a certaine old Proteſtant 
Gentleman was told (as the truth is ) that there is no 
ſaluation out of the true Catholike Church, and that 
to belieue the Catholike Church, is one of the Articles 
of the Creed, which every Chriſtian is bound to be- 
lieue and know: and that this Church was — 
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beſides the moſt auncient and vniverſally ſpread ouer 
the world, the knowne Catholike Roman Church, 
which hath had, and can yet ſhew viſible Paſtours & 
other Profeſſors in all Ages: and that the Proteſtant 
Church ( wherof for the preſent, he was a member) 
youy vp of late, and could not be the true Church of 
hriſt, as not hauing had (as Chriſts true Church 
ought to haue) Paſtours and DoRours, and lawfully 
ſent Preachers ſo viſible,as the Names of them may be 
ſhewed in all Ages out of good Authors. And this was 
the occaſion of the diſpute ;for heerupon the old Gen- 
tleman was ſo mach moued in conſcience todoubt of 
the Proteſtants Religion, that he could not be quiet 


till he had made meanes to get this matterdiſcuſſed in 
a Conference betwixt Catholike and Pro t De- 
vines, in ſuch ſort as in the Relation hath byn told. 


And therfore, the end of this Conference was to giue

Whether the Proteflant Church was viſible in all Ages, 

s eſpectally tn the Ages beſore Luther: and whether 
** the Names of ſuch viſible Proteitants may be shewed 
in all Ages, out of good Authors? 


The reaſon why this queſtion was propoſed rather 
then any other, was, for that the old Gentleman was 
already perſwaded that there mult be in all Ages a vi- 
ſible Church of Chriſt, hauing in it viſible Paſtors & 
Doctors, and lawſully ſent Preachers who ate by Al- 
mighty God appointed and authorized to teach, and 
of whom all ſorts of people ate commaunded & war- 
ranted to learne infallible Fayth neceſſary to ſaluatiõ. 
And further, that this Church, and theſe her Paſtors & 
Preachers, haue byn in all Ages paſt, not only viſible, 
but ſo viſible as the Names at le aſt of ſome Paſtours 
teaching, and ſome people learning the uue Fayth in 
all Ages, might be produced out of good Authors. And 
therſore, as he had heard, the Roman Catholiks made 
no difficulty to produce out of good Authors the Na- 
mes of their Paſtors & people inall Ages: ſo he much 
deſired to heare, whether the Names of Proteſtant Pa- 
ſtors and Preache:s in all Ages could not alſo be pro- 
duced out of good Authors: for if they could, he meant 
to remaine a Proteſtant as he had been all his life time: 
but it they could not, he thought it neceſſary to leaue 
the Proteſtan :s. and to adhere to the Roman Church, 
toleaine of it Faith neceſſaty to ſaluation 

| By 
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By this appeareth that the ſenſe and meaning of the 
Queltion could be no other then that which M Fiaber 
explicated in the Conference : via. Whether the Proto- 
fant Church was in all Ages ſo yifible, eſpecially in the Ages be- 
fore Luther, A the Names of Proteſtant Paſtors and Preachers 
in all ages be shewed ont of good Authors. And further 
that in caſe the Proteſtant Diſputant hould vndertake 
(as he did tooto boldly vndertake ) the affirmatiue 
part, ſaying, and offering to proue in genetall, that 
the Names of ſuch Paſtors and Preachers of Proteſtit 
Religion may be ſhewedin all Agesout of good Au- 
thors ; it ſhould further be requixed ( as M. Fiaher requi- 
red of him) that he ſhould actually name in particular 
in cuery ſcuerall Age ſuch Paſtors and Preachers as he 
thought he could proue and defend to be Proteſtants. 
For if the Queſtion had not been thus ynderſtood , it 
ſhould not haue been anſwerable to the occaſion and 
end aboue ſayd . Neyther could the Proteſtant Diſpu- 
tant ſufficiently ſatisſie the doubt of the old Gentlema, 
being chiefly cauſed in that he had heard, that no 
Proteſtant could name Paſtors and Preachers of his 
rofeſſion in all Ages out of good Authors; So as (to 
atisfy this doubt )it was not ſufficient only toſay, nor 
only in generall to proue by ſuch Syllogiſmes as D. 
Featly made, ( which were ſuch as the old Gentleman 
(1 dare ſay did not vnderſtand)that the Names of Pro- 
teſtants in all Ages — be thewed, but as M. Fisber had 
ſhewed him a printed booke, in which Roman Ca- 
tholike Paſtouts and people were in particuler named 
in all Ages: ſo he expected Proteſtant Paſtours, and 
people of all Ages to be named in particuler, and after 


proued and defended to be Proteſtants, as M. Firher 


was ready to proue and defend whom he would in 
particuler name, to be Roman Catholikes.

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Furthermore although it may ſeeme to ſome not 

much materiall, whether the Proteſtant, — —

Viſible in all ages. As for example, that other wiſe it 
cannot beeſuch a Church as Chriſt did inſtitute: nor 
could it performe thoſe offices whichChriſt appointed 
ĩt to performe: nor could choſe which were in it be 
inſtructed by it: nor thoſe which were out of it be cõ- 


uerted to it: nor Heretiques (prerending to be the 


Church) covincednor to be it. Wherfore our later Pro 
teſtants being not able to fayle any longer againſt 
this ineuitable Sqlla, without apparent ger to 


ſplit their boate, would needes ( rather then turne 


back to the ſafe hauen of the viſible Catholique Ro- 
man Church) aduenture ypon the Charybdis of con- 
temning all Monuments of ancient hiſtories , and the 
rome _—_— — their —ů Patri- 
arches, hoping to eſca landing vpon the imagi- 
8 — ed to haue byn 
written, and after ſuppreſſed in the pretended Po 
perſecution of the viſible Members of their innifible 
Church, in the Ages before Lather, (aſhift very vnſafe 
and ſuch y as if it were good, might ſerue any other 
Sect of ancient, or preſent Heretiques, (as well as our 
moderne Proteftants) if they — pretend to haue 
had a continuall viſible Church of their profeſſion . ) 
But alas, who ſeeth not, that theſe be meere imagina- 
ry Chymera's , or dreames ? For if any ſuch — had 
beene (practizing eſpecially rites of their religion , 
though neuer ſoſeeretly \they could not even with 2

— rofeflion of their owne doctrine, which ig 
ome caſes obligeth all true belecuers, or at leaſt with 
negatiue profeſſion of fayth, by which all faythtull 
men, and at all tymes are obliged neuer to make ſhew 
and profeſſion of a contrary religion; they, or ſome ot 
them could not chooſe but to haue beene noted . And 
if for that cauſe any perſecution were in that age, as 
is ſuppoſed, infallibly they would haue beene taken 
(as others of other Religions, in like caſes — 
are taken) and impriſoned, or otherwiſe ſo puniſhed, 
as the world could not haue beene ignorant of their 
perſons,nor Hiſtoryes ſer out by friendes or enemies 
ſilent, ip ſetting downe (as viually is done) their 
names, conditions, opinions, puniſhments , and — 
ſecutions, in ſuch tyme, ſuch place &c. And it ſuch re- 
Cordes of ſuch conſpicuous things had been ſet down 
in hiſtoryes, it is not poſſible that the memory of ſuch 
notorious matrers could be razed both out of bookes, 
and out of the mindes of men, who without booke do 
continually deliuer in words to their ſucceſſors what 
they ſaw with their eyes, or heard with their eares of 
their predeceſſors, or read in books to haue byn don to 
ſuch perſons as profeſſed ſuch a Religion, or to haue 
beene done to ſuch bookes, in which mention was 
made of ſuch perſecution, made againſt profeſſors of 
that Religion. 

To (oy therefore that ſuch perſons were, and yet 
norecord in any booke or other memory of them, or 
that once ſuch Recordes were, but after were by the 
Pope razed, or burned, and yet no mention made in 
any booke, or other monument that ſuch razing o 
burning of bookes was by ſuch a Pope, at ſuch aty 
&c. (as we can yet out of good Recordes alle de 

bookes bnrned by Diocleſian the Grande Perſecute

ef Chriſtians:) To fay (1 fay) this, is ſenſeleſſe, and 
plainely ſheweth, thattheſe men who ſoughtto a- 
uoyd the Sell, of an inuiſible — * this ſhift fal 
into the Charybdis of — — e and expe- 
rience, and indeed runne backe ypon the Scylla of the 
ſame inuiſible Church; for auoyding whereof they 
deuiſed this ſandy ſhift of inuiſible Perſecutours, in- 
niſible Perſecutions, inuiſible Recordes of nameles 
(ſuppoſed io be viſibly ecuted) members ,of the 
Proteſtant Church in all Ages before Luther. O miſe- 

O madnes of our poore deceaued Proteſtants! 
hat ? Is it poſſible, that Lurber and Lutherans ,\ Caluin 
and Calainifts , yea our owne Countrey- men prime 
Proteſtants, conuinced with the cleete euidency of 
things in their own dayes, and with plaine Recordes 
of all ancient Monuments for former ages, doe con- 
feſſe (as you heare euen now) that Luther was the ſirſt 
that announced, or publiſhed Chriſt; that he was the 
firſt Apoſtle of the Reformed doctrine; and this ſo 
certainely, that they do account it impudency and ri- 
diculous to ſay, T hat there were other viſible Prote- 
ſtants in G before Luther;that they proue by ar- 
ment this to be impoſſible; that they acknowledge 
themſelues in this Lutheran Reformation to haue de- 
parted from all the world; that at Luthers and Caluins 
comming no ordinary vocatiõ of Church-men(with- 
out which the viſible Church cannot be) was extant 
in any place; that the Church both then, and for ma- 
ny hundred yeares before was wholly latentand in- 
uifible ? Is it poſſible, I ſay, that all this ſhould be cõ- 
feſſed by the primitiue Parents, and prime Doctours 
of Proteſtancy, and that no their profeſſed children 
& ſchollers, and in reſpect of them, Punyes in Prote · 
ſtant diuinity, dare be — (as IF.
